Perhaps at this time a tale of the 
chase and how the wolf is captured 
might be of interest to many readers 
of the Record. We will start the 
hunter out in the morning with the 
two smaller dogs. A fresh wolf track 
is scented. The dogs start out with 
a bound and as the hunter is unable 
to continue the merry pace set, they 
keep up a deep- and powerful baying 
io acquaint him at all times just 
where they are at. By the actions of 
the dogs, their barking and the route 
taken by the wolf, the hunter is gen- 
erally able to tell just what is going 
on at all times. The chase keeps on 
until the clogs are either tricked off 
the scent, or the wolf tired out and 
is brought to bay.- Here the real 
fight commences. 
If the scene of 
action is close enough, .the hunter 
comes up and shoots the wolf. If not, 
generally, the' dogs have the wolf 
killed before his arrival. The won 
will back aVay with some sort- of 
protection-at his back. Here he will 
sit on his haunches and try to regain 
his breath and lost vitality. 
But 


this is just what the dogs, trained to 
the long runs, and still fresh, will not. 
allow. They get up close, one on 
each side, and keep the wolf worried. 
They are wary, these little dogs, and 
as soon as they perceive that the wolf 
is getting fagged, fall in closer in an 
effort to get his wolfship to make a 
move toward one or the other 01 
them 
At the instant he does, a 
^treak of fox hound launches itself 
at the throat. o£ the tired animal and 
fastens its fangs there. 
It never 
lets go. With this impediment hang- 
iii"- about the wolf's neck like a mill 


i atone, the other dog worries, bites, 
i excites and finally closes in also for 
! the death struggle. The wolf exhaus- 
! ted from the long run and from the 
i worrying and torment is soon over- 
powered. Many times the little dogs 
' get badly bitten and slashed in the- 
i close-up struggle, as the tooth of a 
i wolf "Is like a sabre and where it 
! strikes, there blood flows. 
! 
At times these dogs wljl run for 
1 days, sometimes losing their prey, 
and oftentimes being rewarded with 
a "kill." They are trained, however, 


i to keep the quarry as near the hunter 
1 as possible. This' they do by doub- 
ling on one another, one holding the 
! scent while the other strikes out 
rcross lots in the direction the wolf 
is taking, and in this manner guid- 
ing him toward the hunter.

LETTER FROM IDAHO 


BY THERON LYON 


St. Marie's, Idaho, -1-5-17. 


Possibly you may have thought us 
dead or something, but we are all 
alive and fairly well, but .have had .a 
very cold- and stormy 
December, 
something very -unusual for this lo- 
cality, as since I hit this . nearly six 
year's ago, our winters have not com- 
menced until about January first and 
let up about February. 10. 
. 
Up to the first we had a snow tali 
of two feet and-quite a lot o-f;zero 
weather, but on'th 2nd, along came 
ono of the "Chinook winds".(a warm 
wind with more or less rain coming 
from the west) which has melted 
most of the snow here in the valley, 
Hut probably has made more snow in 
the mqunatins, where a. depth of 20 
fee 
1" is not uncommon. In the moun- 
tains is where the best white pine 
timber grows, and of course do no 
logging there except between the 
months 
of June., and 
November. 
Near the rivers in fhe foot-hills, they 
often keep the camps going all win- 
ter 
Lumbering is the main business 
here and in fROt, is the only thing 
that has built St. Maries up from a 
small villag" of 400 or 500 people 
six years.a^o, to a nice little city ol 
about 3,0f'u,. and still growing. 
In 3910 the town btLiit a fine brick 
school house, large 
enough, 
they 


thought, for all time to come, and 
employed, three teachers. 
In 19lo 


built a. fine high school building and 
now employ 26 teachers, which gives 
one some ideea of the growth of the 
place. 
While a. large part of the 
streets are yet in their primitive 
state,. the city has expended more 
than a ?100,000 in the last three 
years in grading, macadamizing and 
building cement curbing and side- 
walks and this last year had to en- 
large their water pipes which brings 
the water to the city from five miles 
up in the mountains, and which.cost 
another $12,000. 
The industries here now are two 
saw mills with a combined daily out- 
put of & half million feet of lumber; 
one shingle mill with a daily capacity 
of 250,000, and two box factories. 
The Milwaukee .railroad's 
main 


ine passes thru here. From the work 
they have been doing here this last 
summer, leaeds one to think this will 
be s. division point in the near future. 
They now must have at least eight 
miles 
of 
side-track room. 
They 
handle a. large amount of logs ana 
keep several trains doing nothing else 
between April and December. 
Last 
summer more than a million feet a 
day stopped here or passed thru to 
other mills. .- 
The river drive of logs amounts to- 


from 60 to 75 million a year. 
The- 
larger part of the lumber is white 
and yellow pine, but a considerable 
amount of white and red lir, tamti- 
rack and black pine, and some spruce 
and hemlock. The tamarack grows 
very large here, not uncommon to 
sec- trees that will cut eight sixteen 
foot logs with the butt log scaling 
from 
six to eight hundred 
feet. 
Black pine is about the same as the 
jack -pine in that country, but grow;; 
somewhat larger, altho 
a. log 
-U 
inches thru is a large one. 
Red ce • 
dar is quite plentiful here, and a 
large amount of poles and posts are 
shipped from here.

MAY_MAKE PAPER 


Every so often some scientist or 


other breaks into print with a state- 
ment of the enormous amount of 
waste that is occurring right along 
because ihe sawdust and other de- 
bris from the sawmills of the states 
is not manufactured into some use- 
ful product. According to these sci- 
entists, almost anything can be made 
from sawdust, and the only wonder 
is that some person or persons have 
not long ago taken advantage of the 
fact and started something. 
Some time ago it was stated thai 
alcohol could be manufactured at a 
great profit from sawdust; the thing 
had b«en tried out and found to 
work in fine shape. 
Some time be- 
fore that it was discovered tliai cel- 
lulose could he made from sawdust, 
•vow cellulose 'cVn be used for a va- 
riety of purposed. It can be used to 
make smokeless powder, can be made 
into celluloid and put to hundreds of 
uses, and there are many other uses 
to which it can be put. 
The latest discovery is that the 


refuse from sawmills can be made 
ioio paper, and paper at the present 
time is a valuable product, livea the 
much dispised wrapping paper that 
usd te be sold for a soag, and allcm- 
you to sing the song yourself, if you 
was any kind of 2. singer, is now al- 
most worth its weight in dollar bills, 
so it is no wonder that tbe man ivitn 
a lot of wood waste around his prem- 
ises that is being burned up every 
day looks with longing eyes toward 
the fine prices that are being paid for 
paper 
The latest along this line is 


a paper that is being sent out by tha 
Heralock Dealers association, and is 
as follows: 
. 
That the state of Alabama is los- 


ing millions of dollors &vcry year in 
from her lumber is the opinion of 
Horace F. Weiss, director of the U. 
i? Forest Products laboratory at Mad- 
Non Wisconsin. .Mr. Weiss has_just 
concluded an inspection of mills in 
this district conducted with a view 
of stopping the waste, and he believes 
that the possibilities of turning re- 
fuse materials into marketable pro- 
ducts are practically unlimited. 
The question of a paper mil) for 


the district near Tuscaloosa is now 
receiving Mr. Weiss' attention, and 
from his investigation thus far he is 
convinced that such a plant, operated 
in connection with one. of thp big 
lumber mills, would prove wonder- 
fully successful in this section. 
Ex- 
haustive data have been compiled 
under the direction of Mr. Weiss, 
in connection with the possibilities 
of the Alabama forest waste and be- 
side a paper mill, several other by- 
products are to be considered. 
"The possibilities for paper mills 
for various kinds of paper by-product 
plants, for the manufacture of chem- 
icals and any one of the hundred 
other things which the government 
lias shown can be made from tne 
lumber waste are unrivaled in this 
section." said Mr. Weiss. 
"While 
here I took advantage of the invi- 
tation of one of the -expert lumber 
manufacturers inahe country to visit 
and inspect his mill. The plant is the 
most modern of the country. It is 
operated upon the most, -approved 
style, and/the very best methods are 
emploved in all lines. 
"But despite these facts there are 
millions of dollars worth of products 
which can be .'extracted from the 
waste materials around the mill. It 
has already been shown that over 
100 marketable products can be made 
from lumber waste materials. 
More 
than fifty of these can be manufac- 
tured and marketed very profitably 
without fear of competition from 
other substances. 
The others which 
we have thus far discovered will 
have to compete with other articles 
which might b,e substituted. For ex- 
ample, pure grain alcohol is now be- 
ing made from sawdust. 
Mind you, 


it is not wood alcohol, but it is the 
pure grain alcohol sold as such by 
•hemists. That is just one example 
of what can be made from mill 
waste."

"But the greatest opportunity m 
this line at the present time seems 10 
me to be the manufacture of paper. 
Wrapping paper, for which there is 
a. tremendous demand, caneasily be 
made in this district or state wher- 
ever there is a large sawmill. 
The 
price of this commodity is excessive- 
ly" high 
The waste products in this 
section are ideally suited for such a 
paper, mill."

Perhaps at this time a tale of the 


chase and how the wolf is captured 
might be of interest to many readers 
of the Record. We will start the 
hunter out in the morning with the 
two smaller dogs. A fresh wolf track 
is scented. The dogs start out wi;th 
a bound and as the hunter is unable 
to continue the merry pace set, they. 
keep up a deep, and powerful baying 
lo acquaint him at all times just 
where they are at. By the actions ni 
the dogs, their barking and the route 
taken by the wolf, tho hunter is gen- 
erally able to tell just what is going 
on at all times. Tho chase keeps on 
until the' dogs are either tricked off 
the scent, or the wolf tired out and 
is brought to bay. Here the real 
fight commences. 
If the scene of 


action is close enough, .the hunter 
comes up and shoots the wolf. If not, 
generally, the' dogs have tha .wolf 
killed before hia arrival. Tho wolf 
will back away with some sort- of 
protection- at his back. Here lie will 
sit on his haunches and try to regain 
his breath and lost vitality. • But 
this ia just what the dogs, trained to 
the long runs, and still fresh, will not 
allow. They get up close, one .on 
each aide, and keep the wolf worried. 
They are wary, these little dogs, and 
as soon as they perceive that the wolf 
is getting fagged, fall in closer in an 
effort to got his wolfship to make a 
move toward one or the other of 
them. 
At the instant he- does', a 


streak of fox hound launches itself 
at the throat of tho tired animal and 
fastens its fangs 'there. 
It never 


lets go. With this impediment hang- 
ing about the wolf's neck like a mill 
stone, tho other dog worries, bites, 
excites and -finally closes in also for 
the death struggle. Tho wolf exhaus- 
ted from tho long run and from the 
worrying and torment is soon over- 
powered. Many times the little dogs 
got badly bitten and slashed in the 
close-up struggle, as tho tooth of a 
wolf la like .a sabre and whore it 
strikes, there blood flows. 
At times these dogs w4.ll run for 


days, sometimes losing their- prey, 
and oftentimes being rewarded with 
a "kill." They are trained, however, 
to keep the quarry as near the hunter 
as possible: This' they do by doub- 
llng on one another, one holding the 
scent while tho other strikes out 
across lots in the direction the wolf 
is taking, and in this manner guid 
ing him toward the hunter.

their 'saloons. 
In -addition to the 


.statutes against the- sale of intoxi- 
cating liquor on Sunday, I wish to 
i;al) your attention to Section 1563 
ot the statutes which provides,- in 
effect, that all places,; of whatever 
description, in which intoxicating li- 
quor is sold in violation of Urn-, shall 
be held, and are declared to be nuis- 
ances, and shall, upon conviction of 
the keeper thereof, be shut up and 
abated. 
In view of the fact that public 


opinion, here and 
elsewhere, 
has 


seemed to acquiesce in the practice 
of keeping saloons open on Sunday, 
it seems to me that consideration of 
f-.iirne,ss require that all saloon keep- 
ers in this county should be noticed 
that complaint has been made, so 
thai they be given an opportunity to 
discontinue the unlawful practice of 
keeping open their places x>f business 
on Sunday, before such drastic action 
be commenced.

Denver, Colo., Jan. 12.—Col. William 


Frederick Cody (Buffalo Bill) 
died 


here on Wednesday at the home of bis 
sister. 


With Colonel Cody when death came 


were his wife, daughter, who had hur- 
ried down from Cody, Wyo., the family 
home, last -week, to be at his bedside, 
and his sister, Mrs. L. E. Decker of 
Denver. Colonel Cody had been in 
coma since morning. 


Colonel Cody fought death as he 


often had opposed it on the plains In 
the days when the West was young. 


"You can't kill the old scout," he 


would tell his physician whenever his 
condition would show improvement. 
And when the doctor told him his life 
was ebbing. Colonel Cody accepted his 
fate like a stoic. 
"Let the Elks and Masons take 


charge of the funeral," he said to his 
sister. Then he turned to his business 
affairs, making suggestions for their 
continuance. . 
"Let us have a game of 'high five,'" 


he said, after he had talked with his 
family. And everyone Joined, the colo- 
nel laughing and joking because he 
was winning. 


Colonel Cody, hunter, soldic-i, scout 


and showman, was for many years 
known to nearly every man, woman, 
boy and girl in "America through his 
Wild West show with which he toured 
this country and-Europe. He was born 
In Scott county, Iowa, February 20, 
1840. His parents rook up a claim 
near Leavenworth, Knn.. then a fron- 
tier Indian post, when Cody was five 
years old. 
At ten years of age he found himself 


the head'of the family, owing to the 
death of his father, who was killed in 
an encounter growing out of a dispute 
over the negro slave question. Young 
Cody's first employment was as a 
courier between the freight wagon 
trains operated between the Missouri 
river and the Rock* mountain.

OF PRIME IMPORTANCE AND 


QUIT WITH THAT. 


EXTRA SESSION NOT WANTED 


Number1 of Bills Introduced This Win- 


ter lii Much Smaller Than Usual- 
Many of Them Deal With Cost of 
Llvinfj.

Wns)ilngto,u.—Congress" New Year's, 


resolution Isisuld to be to put through 
the two or three measures of prime Im- 
portance and with them,the equally 
primely Important appropriation bills, 
and to 1)0 content with that, and thus, 
so fur us human foresight ciu 
% com- 


pass It, make it certain that the prcs- 
dent will not bo compelled to call an 
extra session of congress In the spring, 


session which would begin probably 


with a terrUH: light between Republic- 
ins and Democrats for the control and 
organization of tho house of repre- 
sentatives. 


Recent records have been broken In 


congress lately. 
The number of bills 


which hava been Introduced since the 
session opened tho (Irsl Monday In 
December lias been smaller than dur- 
ing any like period In the "lust 20 
years. It is true that some lawmakers 
linvo Introduced measures for .which 
they have no hope of passage at pres- 
ent, but about which they hope pub- 
lic opinion, will crystalline later. 
The 


number of (hose bills, however, is 
small, and so, barring the ordinary pen- 
sion bills, comparatively few things of 
nafiomil moment have been presented 
to either house for present or future 
consideration. 


OC course this does not take account 


of the railroad legislation In its varied 
forms which the president made the 
main feature of his message to con- 
gress, nor does It tnke account of some 
other highly Important things which 
sooner or Inter must be given consid- 
eration by tho national legislators. The 
simple Tact Is that the number of bills 
In imieh. very much smaller than Is 
usually the ea.se. 


May Vote on Big Questions. 


It Is probable that before congress 


dies on March 4 the question of sub- 
mitting to .the states the federal con- 
stitutional 
amendment 
establishing 


prohibition will bo voted on by con- 
gress. 
There Is n struggle on already 


between the opposing forces Interested 
In this measure. 
The federal suf- 


frage amendment also will be glvon 
consideration. 


Senator William H. Thompson of 


Kansas Is only one of a number of 
senators anil members to Introduce 
bills for the election of president and 
vice president by a direct vote of the 
people. Senator John F. Rhufroth of 
Colorado has Introduced a bill to the 
same general effect • which, however, 
would work a complete change In tho 
method of selecting the president and 
the vice president. 
Ills bill Mlpu- 


liites that the two ofliclal.s shall be 
clio.spn without tho Intervention In any 
\\ay of the electoral college, and It pA>- 
vldus for a term of sK years for the 
president and for his luollgiblllty for 
re-election forever thereafter. 


Othar Bills of Interest. 


Congress has In Its keeping a bill, 


wh'ch 
pressure 
of 
time 
may 
or 


may 
not 
prevent 
from 
receiving 


consideration, to admit free of import 
charges all wheat which Is brought in 
to the United States for seed purposes. 
Tho word which has gone to the legls- 
lutors with this measure Is that the 
farmers particularly, and the public 
generally to a considerable extent, will 
be deeply interested in the fate of the 
measure. It was offered by Represen- 
tative Ualvor Stccnerson of Minne- 
sota. 


It Is said that this bill was Intro- 


duced us the result of u suggestion 
made by a single farmer of the great 
Northwest who received seed from 
South American and European 'coun- 
tries. It was sent him In part simply 
for experimental purposes, but In an- 
other part, it Is said, for use under a 
well-based belief that the growth re- 
sults would '1)0 most satisfactory.

England, France and Ciermuny, to all 
of whom Santo Domingo owed money 
which It wmild not pay, asked the 
United States to assume with them a 
joint control over the revenues of the 
little republic. 
President Roosevelt 


could not entertain such u proposition 
because In a way It was a violation of 
the Monroe Doctrine, although not lit- 
erally so. 
Tho American administra- 


tion made an arrangement by which 
tho United States government was 
pledged to maintain the payments on 
the Dominican debt. 


So It is that we have been collect- 


ing revenue down there and paying ofl 
the republic's debt us well as we 
could. The Internal revenues were left 
to the Dominican government Itself 
As soon as It was found out that there 
was money for the Dominican govern- 
ment In the Internal taxes of the coun- 
try, 
four or live governments sprang 


up, each one willing to fight the other 
for the spoils.

national 'moment have'been presented 
to either house for present or future 
consideration. 


Of course this does not lake account 


of the railroad legislation in its varied 
forms which the president' made the 
main feature of his message to con- 
gress, »or does It take account of some- 
other highly Important 'things which 
sooner or Inter must be given consid- 
eration by the national legislators. The 
simple fact is that the number of bills 
la much, very much smaller t,han Is 
usually'the case. 


May Vote on Big Questions. 


It Is probable that before congress 


dies on March 4 the question of sub- 
mitting to ,the states the federal con- 
stitutional ' amendment 
establishing 


prohibition .will be voted on by con- 
gress. There is a struggle on already 
between the opposing forces Interested 
In this measure. 
The federal suf- 


frage amendment also will be given 
consideration. 


Senator William H. Thompson of 


Kansas Is only one of a number of 
senators and members to Introduce 
bills for the election of president nnd 
vice president by a direct vote of the 
people. Senator John F. Shafroth of 
Colorado has .Introduced n bill to the 
same general effect-which, however, 
would work a complete change In the 
method of selecting the president and 
tho vice president. 
His bill stipu- 


lates that the two officials shall be 
chosen without the'Intervention In any 
way of the electoral college, and it p&-- 
vldes for a term of six years for the 
president and for his Inellglblllty for 
re-election .forever thereafter.

England,' France and Germany, to all 
of whom Saiito Domingo owed money 
which it would not pay, asked the 
United States to assume with them a 
joint control over the revenues of the 
little republic. 
President Roosevelt 


could'not entertain such a proposition 
because In a way It was a violation of 
the Monroe Doctrine, although not lit- 
erally so* The American administra-, 
Uon made an arrangement by which 
the United States government was 
pledged to maintain the payments on 
ilie Dominican debt. 


Soi'it Is that'we have been collect- 


Ing revenue down there and paying off 
the republic's debt as well as we 
could. The internal revenues were left 
to the Dominican government Itself. 
As soon as it was found out that there 
was money for the Dominican govern- 
ment In the internal taxes of the coun- 
try, four or five governments sprang 
up,'each one willing.-to-fight the other 
for' the spoils. 
This led to virtual 


intervention on (he part of the pres- 
ent . administration. 
Of course, the 


United States will maintain,control in 
Santo Domingo and bring about order, 
but the fact that .this-little bit of a 
republic, .that really is. not.a republic 
at;ali; has protested to the powers of

Th 
number of these bills, however, is 
small, anil so, barring the ordinary pen- 
sion bills, comparatively few things of 
national moment have been presented 
to either house for present or future 
consideration. 


Of course this does not take account 


of the railroad legislation in its varied 
forms which the president made the 
main feature of his message to con- 
gress, nor does It take account of some 
other highly important things which 
sooner or later must be given consid- 
eration by the national legislators. The 
simple fact is that the number of bills 
Is much, very much smaller than is 
usually the case.

Senator John F. Shafroth of 
Colorado has introduced n bill to the 
same general effect • which, however, 
would work a complete change in the 
method of selecting the president and 
the vice president. 
His bill stipu- 


lates that the two officials shall be 
chosen without the intervention in any 
way of the electoral college, and it pro- 
vides for a term of sLx years for the 
president and for his Ineligibillty for 
re-election forever thereafter.

It was offered by Represen 
tative Halvor Steenerson of Minne- 
sota. 


It is said that this bill was intro- 


duced as the result of a suggestion 
made by a single farmer of the grea 
Northwest who received seed froir 
South American and European 'coun 
tries. It was sent him in part simplj 
for experimental purposes, but in an 
other part, it is said, for use under a 
well-based belief that the growth re- 
sults would be most satisfactory. 


Rural mail carriers will be interest 


ed in a bill introduced by Senator J 
Gronna of North Dakota who ha 
asked congress to legislate so that tin 
rural route men shall in no case de- 
ceive less than $1,200 a year, and tha 
any reduction of this pay shall be 
made impossible. 
There are som 


members of congress who do not see 
how legislation can bind future con 
gresses not to re-legislate on the same 
subject. It is history, however, tha 
congress virtually never reduces sal 
aries, and so if a minimum once i 
fteed, it probably will remain fixed.

ciuor Into states that havo enacted 
laws against the sale of intpxicants. 
The untl-prohlbs claim that it will 
mean that theae dry states will again 
go wet when it is discovered that it 
IK iinpossible to ship boo/.e into dry 
territory. 
They contend that the 


.states were voted dry by a lot of 
people who want to keep tho other 
felloe from drinking, but who lm.d 
expected to ship in .liquor for their 
own use. 
This .may bo true to a. certain ex- 


tent, tor it ia undoubtedly a fact that 
most of tho members of the human 
family can see tho faults ii\ others 
long, before they can their own, and 
many of them vote tho dry .ticket 10 
save their neighbor from destruction. 
However, there is nn Question but 
what tho. tendency at the present 
time is decidedly toward prohibition 
and tlicro is once in awhile a. man 
who really votes for the proposition 
because ho thinks that it would bo a 
sood thing for himself and also good 
for his -family. 


While maiiy states have been oper- 


ating under prohibition for a number 
of years past, it. has been admitted 
hy every honest person who has in- 
quired into the facts that tho abol- 
ishment of the saloon has not stopp- 
ed drinking, as the number of drunks 
seem to be just as many Iu dry as in 
wot territory, e-von when an effort 
was being mudo to make as good a 
showing us possible. Jt was evident 
and admitted that liquor of all kinds 
was shipped into the dry territory 
to private persons who either drank 
the stuff themselves or else gave it 
away or peddled it out on tho sly 
among a chosen few who were kaown 
to bo all right and would not-give 
tho snap away.

A soil that will grow a .good crop 


of corn usually makes a splendid 
pickle soil.'. While pickles do well on 
a variety of soils "ranging from , a 
light sand to heavy clay, the best 
.soil for this crop is .a rich" sandy 
loam with a clay subsoil and south- 
ern -exposure. 
Muck, and 
poorly 


drained soils are not well suited for 
pickles. If the heavy, clay soils are 
used for pickles they should be well 
supplied, with organic, matter; either 
from green manure-.,crops or, well 
rotted stable manure. Use well rot- 
ted manure in preference, to fresh or 
strawy 
manure.

Some time ago the city of Ithaca 
.\. Y., in the midst of 
a 
farmin 


community, had . the question of 
city market brought to its attention 
tho issue being joined on the prob 
luin oi' the high-cost-of-living, as i 
affected the wives of the professors 
at the university "far above Cayuga's 
water." Tha merchants had 
beei 


carrving the accounts of a good manj 
of liie members o£ the faculty, who 
are 
proverbially 
impecunious—be 


cause of their universal improvidence 
—and thosemerchants did not like 
the idea that the 
farmers 
should 


come into a market and sell in com 
petition on a cash basis. Tho farm 
ers had no overhead charges for ai 
attractive place of business, they hac 
no heavy delivery charges and cosh, 
for other services which the buying 
public had demanded of the town 
merchants. It did look rather (jne 
sided. 
However, the plan was 
carried 


thru, and the market was established 
It had some vicissitudes at first but 
it finally prospered. What did the 
merchants find? That the countrj 
people were coming to 
town 
anc 


buying; that the market was1 bring- 
ing back to their stores the farmer 
trade which had gradually been fall- 
ing off as a result of the parcel post 
rural delivery and mail order buy- 
ing. 
They found also that the poorei 


people of the town had more money 
to pay the grocer for staple articles 
and that the sales of the local mer- 
chants did not fall off in volume, but 
they did fall off in the perishable 
farm products- on which the grocei 
was. taking a great many risks, and 
on which his margin of profits was 
very small. 
His sales of standard 


commodities did not diminish, bui. 
rather tended to increase. The othei 
nerchants soon saw the th'e market 
flays were the days for special sales, 
the days for their bigger business.

GUOWIXG A CROP OF PICKLES 


' A soil that will grow a good crop 


of corn usually makes a splendid 
pickle soil. While pickles do well on 
a variety of soils 'ranging from 
a. 


light sand to heavy clay, the best 
soil for this crop is a rich' sandy 
loam with a clay subsoil and south- 
ern 
exposure. 
Muck, and 
poorly 


drained soils are not well suited for 
pickles. If the heavy clay soils are 
used for pickles they should be well 
supplied- with organic matter, either 
L'rom green manure crops or well 
rotted stable manure. Use well rot- 
ted manure in preference to fresh or 
strawy 
manure. 
When, possible 


work a forkful of well-rotted man- 
ure into each hill or a proportionate 
quantity in the row before 'planting 
the seed. 
Also stir in a liberal ap- 


plication of high grade fertilizer. 


Early and frequent working of 


the seed bed, insures a warmer soil, 
more moisture, more available plant 
food and-.fewer weeds—all essential 
to a profitable pickle crop.

Taxation. 


Ifiulor our sys»tem of taxation real 


property pays tho larger part of the 
taxes collected. It is, then-lore, neces- 
sary that thb assessments of such 
property be carefully made and that 
the values be arrived at on some uni- 
form basis. Tq do this requires men 
of experience and good judgment. 


The work of our loctil or township 


ufiseasors is In many cases not well 
done. It frequently occurs*. that re-as- 
nessments are necessary. 
In such 


oases tho work is done by agents of 
the Tax Coram'iHslon and In quite cost- 
ly, tlifi expense falling upon tho town- 
ship that is re-assessed. We shall get 
im;-<.) equitable assessments and, there- 
fore, more satisfactory results if we 
will by law abolish the old system of 
locrxl or township assessors and create 
Hie office o.C county assessor instead. 
Such county assessor should be com- 
pelled to puss a satisfactory civil serv- 
ice examination and the appointment 
should be made by the county board, 
Tt»-.Y should, however, do the work 
unatrr tho direction of the State Tax 
Commission. Their salaries and ten- 
ure of office should be fixed by legisla- 
tive act. 
The county assessors could act as 


tho assessors of incomes, thereby re- 
ducing the present force of Income as- 
sessors to a small number, which 
woiild result In a substantial saving to 
the tax payers. 


I believe It to be unnecessary to 


make assessments of real estate every 
year. The value of that class of prop- 
erty does not.ias a rule, change much 
within that time. If a fair and equit- 
able assessment is once established, a 
ro-aHsessment every four years should 
be sufficient, and I recommend that 
this change be made in our statutes. 


The Tax Commission suggests num- 


erous changes In our income .tax law. 
I am particularly impressed by the 
suggestion that taxes paid upon per- 
sonal property should not be used as 
an offset for Income taxes. It is diffi- 
cult to understand why such a, provi- 
sion ever was made. If personal prop- 
erty is to be taxed thore seems to bo 
no good reason why tho tax payer shall 
be permitted to deduct the amount 
paid from his income tax. As tho law 
works out in Its present form a large 
percentage of the income tax that Is 
nssotiHod at a considerable cost be- 
comes uncollectable because of this 
provision of law. The aggregate In- 
come tax assessed in 1915 on the in- 
come of 1914 was $3,837,370, and the 
'nmount of personal property receipts 
used us an offset was $1,825,641— thus 
reducing the net result 'of thp tax by 
nearly fifty per cent. 
I recommend 


that that statute which permits tho tax 


greater part will naturally Jail upon 
our real estate. Our income tax is al- 
ready-high. The same people who pay 
the income tax to the state pay an in- 
come tax to the national government 
and it would seem that the amount 
that 1« now demanded from that class 
of tax payers should not be further n- 
crJased. To do so would, In my judg- 
ment, Interfere with the industrial de- 
velopment of our state. 


Highways. '. 


One of the most Important subjects 


that you are called upon to consider 
during thin session is the matter of.de- 
vtain? an economical and effective- sys- 
tem of highway construction. -The de- 
mand I'or bettor roads is general.- It 
to, however, a project that involves 
tremendous expenditure of money and 
we should, therefore, approach it in a 
spirit of conservatism. The .'size of the 
undertaking is best -understood -when 


consider it in connection with the 


.auu that the state has over '.70,000 
miles of highways, the greater part of 
which need to be rebuilt if we expect 
to bring all of our public roads to a 
satisfactory standard.

Under tho provisions of the ac 


which appropriates these amounts the 
aid from the government can bte used 
only for the purpose of construction 
and no part of it can bd used for pur 
chasing right of way, for engineering 
cost, or any other preliminary work 
The law provides further that the 
state must spend at least an equal sum 
for the same purpose, the road must be 
continuous, and must, therefore, be 
part of a trunk line system, the plans 
Cor which arc subject to approval by 
the United States Commissioner of 
Agriculture. 
In order to secure federal aid It is 


necessary for tho state to undertake 
the building of a system of trunk line 
roads as a separate propect and I rec- 
ommend that you appropriate a sum. 
of money for 'this purpose which will 
equal the sums that will bo contribut- 
ed by the United States government. 
Insomuch as tho counties in which 
these trunk lines will be located will 
be especially benefited, I recommend 
further that you pass a law that will 
require appropriations in an equal sura 
by such counties, the same to be ap- 
portioned among the counties-upon a 
mileage basis. 


If this plan is followed we will ex- 


ptmd over $6,000,000 in the construc- 
tion of federal aid roads in the next 
five years. The appropriation passed 
by the last legislature provides for an 
annual expenditure of $785,000 in state 
aid. If we add the contributions made 
by'the counties and towns w* will 
upend over $12,000,000 under that sys- 
tem - during the same period. 
The 


sums that 'I have named, plus tne 
money that is being expended by coun- 
ties independent of. state aid, will give 
our road building organization as 
much work as it can intelligently BUP 
ervise. 


Education. 


.The law which provides for the em 


ployment of supervising teachers In 
our rural schools is beneficial and is 
admitted by educators to be an ad 
vanco step in rural education. I be 
Hove, however, that we will improve 
this service and the results that we 
Will derive from It if we require some 
special training as a qualification for 
this position.

I also recommend that the minimum, 


salary fixed by law for rural school 
supervising teachers be increased to a 
sum large enough t oonable county 
superintendents to compete with, vil- 
lage and city schools in securing suit- 
able teachers.'

Workmen's Compensation. ' 
. 


In the light of.the five.years' exper- 


ience under the Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Act that is now fWHilable it is gen- 
erally agreed that certain -schedules 
should be revised. There • is: a wide 
difference of opinion as to what is fair 
md equitable.in the revision of. many 
of the provisions of the act. It -would 
be unwise to make changes, the. wis- 
dom of which may be doubted, without 
serious consideration. 
• ' 


In' order that the revision may be 


based upon sound 'and equitable prin- 
ciples, I recommend a rovision'at this 
session of those schedules upon which 
there, is general agreement. I further 
recommend that you appoint a joint 
legislative committee with power to 
make a thorough study of.the whole 
subject of workmen's compensation in 
the light of developed experience and 
present day information. The commit- 
tee, should report its findings to the 
governor for transmission to the.next 
session of the legislature in order .that 
that body may have intelligent and re- 
liable information upon which to base 
a revision of this, important law. 
Workmen's Compensation Insurance., 
Tho present situation relative to 


workmen's compensation insurance is 
not at all satisfactory. The compensa- 
tion act compels the great majority of 
employers of labor in this 
carry this kind of insurance, 
also takes away from the injured work- 
man and his dependents the right of 
action which he or they formerly had 
against tho employer, and substitutes 
compensation under the act. 


Tho persons most interested in the 


quality of this kind of' insurance "arc 
the workman or his dependents, who 
are not parties to the insurance con- 
tract. The continued solvency of conv 
panics writing this kind of insurance is 
of first importance. The state should 
exercise its power to guarantee such 
solvency to the greatest possible ex- 
tent. The importance of action witn 
this end in view Is especially apparent 
at this time in the. light of the fact 
that a large number of companies writ- 
ing workmen's compensation insur- 
ance have gone into liquidation or dis- 
continued the business during the past

' National Guard. 


On June 19, 1916, all recognized 


units of the Wisconsin National Guard,

Tenure of Office of Governor. 
^ 


I belieye.it to-be clearly in the Inter- 


est of the. people that the term of ottlce 
of the governor.be four years instead 
of two years, as the constitution now 
provides. I also,..recommend that the 
secretary of state, state treasurer .and 
attorney general, who should consti- 
tute the governor's cabinet, be appoint- 
ed by him instead of elected as the 
law now provides. Under our present 
nor and the officers whom I have 
named are obliged to devote too much 
time to politics. 


The needs of our state government 


may be compared with-those of a large 
business. It is not engaged in money 
making but has all the functions to 
perform that come to a well organize*, 
people's government. The governor is 
.the responsible head and the people 
will do well for themselves if they will 
give him an opportunity to study, with- 
out interruption, the. details of govern- 
ment, and make such improvements in 
the interest of efficiency and economy 
as any good . governor, will wish to 
make if he Is given the time that he 
needs to make the necessary investiga- 
tions.

If he desires to be re-elected, he 


must devote practically the entire sec- 
ond year of his term to bis campaign. 
This necessitates long periods of ab- 
sence from his office. In fact, it makes 
it impossible for him to give the atten- 
tion to the state's affairs that he 
should. Furthermore, the expense con- 
nected with the campaigns is too great 
—in fact much greater than the salary 
which the office pays justifies. This 
feature I regard as of special import- 
ance to the people for the following 
reason: Under the primary system it 
is necessary for the candidate for gov- 
ernor to make & state-wide campaign 
for his nomination. If he is nominated 
he must again make a state-wide cam- 
paign for his election: The law per- 
mits him to spend $5.000 for the two 
campaigns, which is a small amount 
when we consider the fact that wo 
have 700,000 men in the state who are 
qualified voters. A poor man will be 
unable to meet these campaign expen- 
ditures with his salary and have any- 
thing left for his living expenses. The 
result is, that he cannot aspire to the 
office unless he is willing to accept 
campaign contributions, which no gov- 
ernor should do.

H is, theieloic, neces- 
saiy that tht> assessments of Mich 
piopcrty bo carelully made and that 
the vaUies be arrived at on some uni- 
form basis. To do this requites men 
of experience and good judgment. 


The work of our local or township 


assessois is in many case1* not well 
done. It frequently occurs that re-as- 
heasments are necessary. 
In such 


eui'ps tho work is clone by agents of 
the Tax Commission and is quite cost- 
ly, the expense falling upon the town- 
ship that is re-assessed. We shall get 
in. -e equitable assessments and, there- 
to re, move satisfactory lesults if we 
will by law abolish tho old system of 
local or township assessois and create 
the office oC county assessor Instead. 
Such county assessor should bo com- 
pelled to pass a satisfactory civil serv- 
ice examination and the appoint mont 
should be made by the county board. 
They should, however, do the work 
unurr tho direction of the State Tax 
Commission 
Their salaiies and ten- 


ure ot office should he fixed by legisla- 
tive act. 


The county assessors could act as 


the assessors of incomes, thereby re- 
ducing the present force of Income as- 
sessors to n small number, which 
would result in a substantial saving to 
the lax payois. 


I believe It to bo unnecessary to 


make assessments of real estate oveiy 
year. Tho value of llifit class oC prop- 
eity does not.ias a rule, change much 
within that time. If a fair and equit- 
able assessment It once established, a 
re-assessment every four years should 
he Mifilclont, and I lecommend that 
thi-i change be made in our statutes. 


The Tax Commission suggests num- 


erous changes in our income tax law. 
I am particularly impressed by the 
suggestion that taxes pultl upon per- 
sonal propoity should not be used us 
an offset for income taxes. It Is difll- 
•fult to undoi stand why such a piovl- 


ever wai made. If personal prop- 


erty is to be taxed there seems to be 
no good icason why tho lax payer shall 
be permitted to deduct the amount 
paid from his income tax. As tho law 
works out in its present form a largo 
percentage of the income tax that Is 
assessed at a considerable cost be- 
comes imcollectable because of this 
provision of law. 
The aggregate In- 


come tax assessed in 1915 on the in- 
come of 191-1 was ?S,837,870, and tho 
nmount of personal property receipts 
used as an offset was $1,81.

which nppropilates these amounts the

In order to socuio federal aid It is 


nocossuiy for tho stale to undertake 
the tmlltltng ot a system of trunk line 
loads as a separate propect and I rec- 
ommend that you appropriate a sum 
of money for'this putposo which will 
equal tho sums that will bo contribut- 
ed by the United States government. 
Insomuch as tho counties in which 
these trunk lines will bo located will 
bo especially bonelltod, I recommend 
further that you pass a law that will 
requlie appropriations in an equal sura 
by such counties, tho same to be ap- 
poi Honed among tho counties upon a 
mill ago basis. 


I! this plan is followed we will ex- 


pend over $0,000,000 In tho construc- 
tion of federal aid roads in Uio next 
live ye.u-h.

If wo add tho contributions made 
by the counties and towns w<j will 
oponcl over $12,000,000 undor that sys- 
tem during tho same period.

Education. 


Tho law which provides for Ihe em- 


ployment of supervising tnnehois In 
our rural schools Is beneficial and Is 
admitted by educators to bo an ad- 
vance step In rural ecluc.itlon, I be- 
lieve, however, thai wo will improve 
this service and the. results that wo 
will clerlvo from It U wo roqulio some 
special training as a (iimlillcaUon far 
this position. 
i 


I also recommend that the minimum 


public service by providing some 
support for rural school teachers based 
upon efficiency and term of service. 
Tho amounts provided by tho statute 
are, however, not sufficient to accom- 
plish tho end desired.. I recommend 
that you grant n further Increase in 
their compensation from the state. 


New Building Project!. 


Additional buildings are requested 


by tho University, the State Normal 
Schools, Stout Institute and by the 
State Board oC Control for tho Charit- 
able and Ponal Institutions. 


In viow of the present high cost of 


material I believe it a wise policy for 
the slate to defer all building opera- 
tions, except such as are absolutely 
necessary, to a time when material can 
bo secured at reasonable prices, and 
normal conditions prevail. It Is gen- 
erally conceded that the present high 
prices cannot continue much longer, 
especially if the war liv Europe comes 
to an end. It may reasonably bo ex- 
pected that when the war is over there 
will be a re-action in business and 
some re-adjustment of our economic 
conditions will take place. 
There is 


reason to boliove tnat during the per- 
iod of no-adjustment work will become 
scaioe nnd laboring men will be seek- 
ing employment. 


Workmen's Compensation. 


In tho light of tlio flvo years' oxpor- 


ionce under tho Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Act that is now available it is gen- 
erally agreed that certain schedules 
should be revised. There is a wide 
difference of opinion as to what is fair 
ii-icl equitable m tho revision of many 
of tho provisions of tho act. II would 
be unwlso lo mako changes, tho wis- 
dom of which may be doubted, without 
sorlotiH consideration. 


In order that tho revision may bo 


based upon sound 'and equitable prin- 
ciples, I recommend a revision at tills 
session of those schedulos upon which 
there is general agreement, I further 
recommend that you appoint a joint 
legislative committee with power to 
malta a thoiough study of the whole 
subject of workmen's compensation in 
Iho light of developed experience and 
present clay information, The commit 
tee should report its findings to tha 
governor for transmission to tho next 
session of tho legislature In order that 
that body may have inlolllgent and re- 
liable Information upon which to base 
a revision of tills Important law. 
Workmen's Compensation Insurance, 
Tho present situation relative to 


workmen's compensation insurance is 
not at all satisfactory. The compensa- 
tion act compels the great majority of 
employers of labor in this state to 
carry this kind of insuiaace. This act 
ulho takes away from the injured work 
man and his dependents tho right ol 
action which ho or they formerly hac 
against tho employer, nnd mibstitutes 
compensation under tho act. 


Tho poisons most interested in the 


quality of this kind of insuitinco are 
the workman or his dependents, who 
aio not parties to the Insurance con 
tract. The continued solvency of com 
panics writing this kind of Insurance la 
of first importance. Tho state should 
exoiclso its power to guarantee sucl 
solvency to tho greatest possible ex 
tent. The impoitance of action wltl 
this end in view is especially apparwi 
at this Unio in the light of tho fuc 
that a large number of companies writ 
ing workmen's compensation insur 
mice have gone Into liquidation or ills 
conl Inuod tho business during tho past 


Hates for this kind of insurance 


should bo adequate to meet the obliga- 
tions of the company to tho injured 
employee or other person entitled to 
Indemnity, Tho rates charged should 
bo reasonable in order that injustice 
may not bo clone to tho employer, who 
is compelled under the law to buy in- 
surance. 
Tho cost of this kind of in- 


surance should be equitably distribut- 
ed over the Industries and should bo 
collected without discrimination by the 
Insurers carrying this class of insur- 
ance. 


I recommend and urge upon you tha 


enactment of a law requiring, under 
state 
supervision, 
co-operation, 
be- 


tween companies writing workmen's 
compensation insurance In the work of 


unction of rate making should bo re- 
quired to obliiln a license from tho 
itate. Bureaus autmtrized by law, as 
veil as insurance companies and insjir- 
inco agents, should be subject to a 
penalty for violations. 


State Insurance. 


Tho present condition of the stato 


nsurance fund after an experience ol 
iwolve years demonstrates, conclusive- 
y, that -state insurance on the ba&is 
m which it has been can-led is a fail- 
ure. 
I believe this to be due to the 


act that tho values o£ units Insured 
bear too largo a proportion to the total 
•isk carried. The buildings belonging 
;o tho state that are subject to destruc- 
tion by flre should be insured with reg- 
ular Insurance companies for precisely 
lie same reas6n that private owners of 
property Insure their buildings. 


The state Is carrying flre insurance 


on property that is owned by counties, 
cities and school districts in a sum ex- 
ceeding $2,000,000. 
I question the 


•Ight of the state to engage in the in- 
surance business to the extent of cov- 
ering property that does not belong to 
;hc state. However, the law provides 
;hat the properties of counties, cities 
and school districts may be insured by 
;ho stale, using the state fire insurances 
[und let pay any loss that may occur. 
Insomuch as the amount that Is now 
,n the treasury is entirely' inadequate 
because it is not sufficient to pay a 
total loss on any one of the large risks, 
it seems to me that it would bo wise 
to refund the unearned premiums to 
the owners of that class of property 
and cancel our policies. 


State Board of Control. 


All state institutions have been sub- 


lected to a critical examination by tho 
State Board of Public Affairs. 
I am 


pleased to state that our public insti- 
tutions are now generally well man- 
aged and that proper attention is given 
to reasonable economies. I am able lo 
report to you that dining the last fiscal 
year the prison twine plant was con- 
verted inlo n profitable inslitutlon, 
having made n profit of $81,000, and 
that tho state prison was run at a 
profit instead of a loss for the first 
timo in its history. 
' 


Tho business- ot the Board of Con- 


trol is growing rapidly and correspond- 
ing responsibilitiesuiro coming to It as 
a natural consequence. As the board 
Is now constituted it Is composed of 
five members. 
However, only one 


makes his homo in the city of Madi- 
son. 
The expenditures managed by 


Ihe board are necessarily large. The 
institutions In their charge aro of 
great importance to the state, as Is the 
proper and economical administration 
of them. 
It would, In my judgment, 


be in the Interest of the state to re- 
duce this board to throe members, the 
same to reside In tho city of Madison 
and dnvote all of their time to the 
business of tho board 
The salaries 


should be Increased to an amount 
large enough to attract and hold good 
men because the public Interest de- 
mands that tho work assigned to the 
board be ably done. 


National Guard, 


On Juno 19, 1910, all recognized 


units of Iho Wisconsin National Guard, 
excepting one infantry company, were 
called into active federal service by 
the president of the United States. At 
tho present writing about one-third of 
these troops are still held on the Mex- 
ican border for service under federal 
authority. We have received the as- 
surance many times, through the press 
and In statements of department com- 
manders and officers of high rank in 
the regular army, that our people may 
well be proud of the soldierly qualities 
of the officers and men of our Guard. 


The National Defense Act, passed by 


the United States Cpngress, was made 
effective June 3,1916. At tho time this 
call went into effect the total strength 
of the Wisconsin National Guard, offi- 
cers and men, was approximately 
3,200 and their annual period o£ field 
training was seven days. 
Unclor the 


new federal act the

quola of troops required to be organ- 
ized and trained by Iho state of Wis- 
consin is 10,400, tho requirement to be 
fulfilled 
within 
appioximately

years, and all such troops must annu-

Flre Insurance Rates. 


Flro insurance is now recognized as 


a commercial necessity. The prosper- 
ity ot our people Is largely dependent 
upon their ability to obtain firo Insur- 
ance protection ot xmquostloned qual< 
Hy. To this end wo need financially 
strong companies of our own state as 
well as thoso of our sister states.

agency through which tho cost of fire 
waste is distributed over insured prop 
orty, while) the owner of tho property 
is the real burden bearer. Tho 


salary fixed by law for rtiuil sotoool 
supervising teachers bo increased to a 
mini laigo enough I oonable county 
superintendents to compete with vrl- 
lago and clly schools In securing suit- 
able touchers.

Since the act became a 
law the strength of the Wisconsin Na- 
tional Guard has been Increased to ap- 
proximately 4,500, officers and men, 
and must necessarily continue to in- 
crease until the full quota is reached. 


Under tho old 'organization the an- 


nual appropriation necessary to main- 
tain U was $200,000 per year. Owing 
to the Increased number of men, made 
necessary by tho new federal statute, 
it will be necessary to appropriate 
$300,000 per year, or $600,000 for tho 
next bl-ennium. When wn have mus- 
tered in our full quota of 10,400 men H 
Is estimated that the expense will be 
$800,000 per year. It follows then, lhat 
our military expenditures wili event- 
ually increase $400,000 per year over 
nnd above the expenditures that we 
havo boon in the habit of making un- 
der our former Guard organization, 


It will be observed that the now fed- 


eral statute throws a large financial 
burden for military purposes upon the 
state, A substantial increase In these 
expenditures is accessary to make it 
possible for the stato to provide its 
quota of oflleors nnd men to enable tho 
general government to carry out Its 
plan of greater military picparedness, 
which is a national necessity for pure- 
ly defensive purposes that should not 
bo longer delayed. 


Tha disposition that the femoral law 


makes of the Guard is open to eiili- 
clsm. As the matter stands now tho 
Guard, although' n state organization, 
is, in fact, part of the regular army 
of Ihe Uniled States, subject to the 
call of tho president at tsiy time and 
for any service. Tha tarm of enlist- 
ment is throe years and •htw yeais 
reserve. No one will be ho-u-d to com- 
plain about the term ot enlistment it

changed and Is open to objections. Our 
own Guard, and what I say of our men 
IB true of guardsmen of other states, 
is composed largely ot business men, 
professional men, skilled mechanics, 
o01ce men and clerks, all of them regu- 
larly employed and are in the main 
men whose services are important to 
ihqlr business or employers and are, 
therefore, an important factor in our 
production. These men are all willing 
to servo their country in times of war 
or threatened war. I dare say, how- 
ever, that tew, if any, would wish to 
enlist as peace soldiers for mere police 
service. Such service should in my 
judgment be rendered by the regular 
army and if that force Is not sufficient 
In stiength it should be increased to a 
force large enough to enable it to ren- 
der such service, as has been rendered 
by the National Guard on toe Mexican 
frontier. 


I recommend that you memorialize 


Congress to amend the National De- 
fense Act so as to shorten tho term of 
enlistment of tho National Guard or 
restrict Its use by the president to 
such service as will justify him in call- 
ing out reserve foi cos. 


The Protection of Fish and Game. . 
Our fish and gamo are a natural re- 


source that deserves the attention of 
the legislature. The giadual diminu- 
tion of game birds must bo apparent 
to every observer. 
Thero is also a 


noticeable decrease in the number of 
deor that,are now scon in the woods 
by/ hunters as compared with former 
years. 
Tho necessity t>r bolter pro- 


tocllon admits of no argument. We 
cannot hope lo preserve our game 
birds by declaring an open season each 
year, and throwing, the entire,, state 
open to the hunters. 
The control of 


open seasons, except for migratory 
birds, should be placed in the hands 
of the Conservation Commission, in or- 
der thai il may be regulated with re- 
gard for the supply which is fre- 
quently affected by weather and olher 
natural conditions. Zones or reserva- 
tions should bo established of suitable 
size where the shooling of game birds 
is at all times prohibited. Such a pro- 
vision should also be made for the pro- 
tection of deer. In order to carry out 
this plan, I recommend that the In- 
come from the sale of nsh and gamo 
licenses, and whatever olher income 
Ihe commission may have from our 
wild life, should remain in Ihe slale 
treasury to the credit of the commis- 
sion as a fund for its use. I recom- 
mend, further, that you make an ap- 
propriation from this fund sufficient to 
carry on the work of the commission 
that the law prescribes, the balance to 
remain in the treasury to be used for 
Ihe purpose Jf efalnblishing game pre- 
serves, and also for the purpose of es- 
tablishing additional fish hatcheries, 
and for the purchase of apparatus 
necessary to successfully carry oul Iho 
purpose of our fish and gamo l.iws. 
Provisions should be made lhat the 
surplus funds that accumulate may be 
expended by the commission, with the 
consent of tho emergency board, In 
order to increase the income which 
can be made available for the purpose 
I have stated, I lecommend an In- 
crease In non-resident license fee for 
fishing and hunting, also a, reasonable 
feo for deer tags. 
Development of Northern Wisconsin. 
The problem of attracting settlers to 


the northern part of our state and of 
developing its Industrial possibilities 
deserves your attention. 
Tho slale 


should glvo reasonable assistance to 
any legitimate effort that is calculated 
to call the attention of home-seekers 
to the agricultural and Industrial ad- 
vantages of thai seclion. 


We should not merely attract set- 


tlers, but it is of even greater import- 
ance that we atlract people who are, 
or will be, good citizens. 
I consider 


this feature ot our northern develop- 
ment of first importance. The class of 
citizens best fitted for tho task of con- 
verting our cut-over timber lands into 
farms are the young men who have 
been reared- In our western agricul- 
tural section, who will understand ihe 


mont ft n necessaiy to make 
changes lo meet polllical conditions. 


I recommend guch,legislation as will 


create the legal nmchlnury necessary

Primary Law. 


When the primary election law was 


adopted it was represented 
by its 


friends to be an improved system of 
making nominations for public office. 
It has been upon our slalule books 
sinco 1005, and it must now be ad- 
milled that it has had a fair trial. 
While the law is In some respects an 
improvement over the old caucus sys- 
tem,' I believe it to be generally con- 
ceded Unit il is unsatisfactory in its 
present form and should bo amended 
and changed in many respects. 


Despite 
all that has been said 


against conventions it has been fully 
demonstrated that there is a strong de- 
mand among tho people for political 
gatherings. Party conventions should 
be provided for by law to enable mem- 
bers of the parties to meet and agree 
upon a declaration of principles that 
the party stands for. Tho present sys- 
tem of permitting successful candi- 
dates to meet after primary and decide 
upon a platform with which to go to 
the people for election is wrong in 
principle and destructive of political 
parlies. Under that system the cand^- 
clalos may piomlse most anything lo 
tha voter befoi e tho primary and com- 
plo'tely change their political views 
after the primary, if in their judg-

who have beifn elected by the people at 
a primary may meet and decide upon 
the principles that the party shall ad- 
vocate an'd stand for, such platform to 
be accepted and agreed to by the can- 
didates who seek election under the 
party name. 


It is a common practice in this stato, 


under the primary system, that voters 
under the influence of personal politi- 
cal organizations aro prevailed upon to 
vote for the candidates of an opposing 
party at the primary for their own 
political advantage, or, what is still 
more objectionable, to carry out a 
trade or agreement for mutual political 
advantage with somo candidate or his 
representatives. Such practice Is poli- 
tical corruption and should be stopped. 
In order to protect our primaries 
against such evil Influences I recom- 
mend that provisions'be made by law 
that will permit only tho adherents of 
a parly to vote its ticket at a primary 
election. 


Tenure of Office of Governor. 
I 


I believe it to bo clearly In the Inter- 


esl of the people thai Ihe term of oillco 
of the governor be four years instead 
of two years, aa the conslllulion now 
provides. I also recommend lhat tho 
secretary of stato, state treasurer and 
allprney general, who should tonsil- 
lute the governor's cablnol, bo appolnl- 
ed by him instead of elecled as the 
law now provides. Under our present 
nor and the oillcers whom I have 
named are obliged to devote too much 
time lo politics. 


The needs of our stale government 


may be compared with those of a largo 
business. It is not engaged in money 
making but has all the functions to 
perform that come to a well organi/,et\ 
people's government. The governor is 
the responfcible head and ihe people 
will do well for Ihcmselves if Ihey will 
give him an opporlunlly to study, with- 
out Interruption, the details of govern- 
ment, and make such improvements In 
Ihe Interest of efficiency and economy 
as any good goveinor. will wish to 
mako it ho is given the time that he 
naeds to make the necessary Investiga- 
tions. 


If he desires to bo re-elected, ho 


must devole pracllcally the entire sec- 
ond year of his term to his campaign. 
This necessitates long periods of ab- 
sence from his office. In fact, il makes 
It Impossible for him lo give the atten- 
tion to the state's affairs that he 
should. Furthermore, the expense con- 
nected with the campaigns Is too great 
—In fact much greater than tho salary 
which the office pays justifies. 
This 


feature I regard as of sp.cclal Import- 
ance to the people for the following 
reason: Under the primary system it 
is necessary for the candidate for gov- 
ernor to make a slate-wide campaign 
for his nomination. If he is nominated 
he must again make a state-wide cam- 
paign for his election. The law per- 
mits him to spend $5,000 for the two 
campaigns, which is a small amount 
when we consider the fact that wo 
have 700,000 men in the state who are 
qualified voters. A poor mini will be 
unable to meet these campaign expen- 
ditures with his salary nnd have any- 
thing left for his living expenses. Tho 
result is, that he cannot aspire to the, 
office unless he is willing to accept 
campaign contributions, which no gov- 
ernor should do. 


The argument which I have pre- 


sented here in favor ot a tour-year 
lerm for the governor applies with 
equal force to the secrelary of stale, 
tho state treasurer nnd the attorney 
general. 
Furthermore, these officers 


come to the capltol as part of Iho state 
administration, of which the governor 
is the responsible head. They should 
be the governor's advisors and should, 
therefore, represent the same political 
views as tho governor. It is decidedly 
injurious to the state government and, 
therefore, a loss to the people it any of 
the departments are opposed to the 
governor's policies and engage In poll- 
Heal schemes to make his administra- 
tion unpopular with the people. 


Finally, I wish to remind you that It 


Is the desire of the people of the state 
of Wisconsin that your body and the 
governor protect them against reckless 
extravagance and that we will not in- 
creaue the burden of taxation beyond 
what it is necessary to do to glvo tne 
people an efficient government. I also 
hopo that you will be impressed with 
the suggestion that you so arrange 
your work that you will be able to ad- 
journ at an early date anil in that man- 
ner comply with the general public de- 
mand for a short session.

If a fair and equit- 


able assessment is once established, a

The Tax Commission siiKKfsts num- 


erous changes in our income tax law. 
1 am particularly impressed by the 
suggestion that taxes paid upon per- 
sonal property should not be used _ as 
an offset for income taxes. It is diffi- 
cult to unclorstnnd why such a. provi- 
sion ever was made.

New Building Projects.

In view of the present high cost of 


material I -believe it a wise policy for 
the slate to defer all building opera- 
tions, except such as are absolutely 
necessary, to a time when material can 
se secured at reasonable prices, and 
normal conditions • prevail. It is genr 
orally conceded that the present high 
prices cannot continue much longer, 
especially if the war in Europe comes 
to an end. It may reasonably be ex- 
pected that when the war is over there 
will be a re-action in business and 
some re-adjustment of our economic 
conditions will take place. There is 
reason to believe tnat during the per- 
wd of re-adjustment work will become 
scarce and laboring men will be seek- 
ing employment. • 


Workmen's Compensation. 


In the light of the five years' exper- 


ence under the Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Act that is now available it is gen- 
erally agreed that certain schedules 
should be revised. 
There is a wide 


difference of opinion as to what is fair 
a-\d equitable in the revision of many 
of the provisions of the act. It would 
be unwise to make changes, the wis- 
dom oE which may be doubted, without 
serious consideration. 


.In order that the revision may be 


based upon sound 'and equitable prin- 
ciples, I recommend a revision at this 
session of those schedules upon which 
there is general agreement. I further 
recommend that you appoint a. joint 
legislative committee with power to 
make a thorough study of the whole 
subject of workmen's compensation in 
the light of developed experience and 
present day information. The commit- 
tee should report its findings to the 
governor for transmission to the next 
session of the legislature in order that 
that body may have intelligent and re- 
liable information upon which to base 
a revision of this, important law. 
Workmen's Compensation Insurance. 


The present situation relative to 


workmen's compensation insurance is 
not at all satisfactory. The compensa- 
tion act compels the great majority of 
employers of labor in tliis state to 
carry this kind of insurance. This act 
also takes away from the injured work- 
man and his dependents the right ol 
action which he or they formerly had 
against the employer, and substitutes 
compensation under the act. 


The persons most interested in the 


quality of this kind of insurance are 
the workman or his dependents, who 
are not parties to the insurance con 
tract. The continued solvency of com 
panies writing this kind of insurance is 
of first importance. The state should 
exercise its power to guarantee such 
solvency to the greatest possible ex 
tent. The importance of action witn 
this end in view is especially apparen 
at this lime in the light of the fac 


unction of rate.,making should be re- 
QUired to obtain a license from- the 
state. Bureaus authorized by law,'as 
well as insurance companies and insjir- 
ance agents,; should be subject to a 
jenaity for violations. 


State Insurance. 


The present condition of the state 


insurance fund .after an experience of 
e-welve years -demonstrates, conclusive.- 
y that'-state insurance on the basis 
on which it has been carried is a fail- 
ure. I believe this to be due to the 
act that, the values of units insured 
bear too large a proportion to the total 
risk carried. The buildings belonging 
o the state that are subject to destruc- 
tion by fire should be insured with reg- 
ular insurance companies for precisely 
the same reasbn that private owners of 
property insure their buildings. 
The state Is carrying nre insurance 


on property that is owned by counties, 
cities and school districts nva sum ex- 
ceeding ?2,000,000. 
I question the 


right of the state to engage in the in- 
surance business to the extent of cov- 
ering property that does not belong co 
the state. However, the law provides 
that the properties of counties, cities 
and school districts may be insured by 
the state.-.using the state fire insurance 
fund to pay any loss that may occur. 
Insomuch as the amount that Is now 
in the treasury is entirely inadequate 
because it is not sufficient to pay a 
total loss on any one of the large risks, 
it seems to me that it would be wise 
o refund the unearned premiums to 
the owners of that class of property 
and cancel our policies. 


State Board of Control. 


All state institutions have been sub- 


jected to a critical examination by the 
State Board of Putlic Affairs. I am 
pleased to state that our public Insti- 
tutions are now generally well man- 
aged and that proper attention is-piven 
to reasonable economies. I am able to 
report to you that during the last fiscal 
year the prison twinp plant was con- 
verted into a profitable institution, 
having made a profit of $81,000, and 
that the state prison was run at a 
profit instead of a loss for the first 
time in its history. 
' 
The business' of the Board of Con- 


trol is growing rapidly and correspond- 
ing responsibilitiesiare coming to it as 
a natural consequence. As the board 
is now constituted it is composed of 
five members. 
However, only one 


makes his home in the city of Madi-

equal the sums that will be contribut- 
ed by the United States government. 
Insomuch as the counties in which 
these trunk lines will be located will 
be especially benefited, I recommend 
further that you pass a law that will 
require appropriations in an equal sum 
by such counties, the same to be ap- 
portioned among the counties upon a 
miiea.ere basis. 


If this pian is followed we will ex- 


pend over $6,000,000 in the construc- 
tion of federal aid roads in the nest 
five years. The appropriation passed 
by the last legislature provides for an 
annual expenditure of $785,000 in state 
aid If we add the contributions made 
by the counties and towns WP will 
spend over $12,000,000 under that sys- 
tem during the same period. 
The 


sums that 'I have named, plus the 
money that is being expended by coun- 
ties independent of. state aid, will give 
our road building organization as 
much work as it can intelligently sup 
ervise. 


Education. 


The law which provides for the em- 


ployment of supervising teachers in 
our rural schools is beneficial and is 
admitted by educators to be an ad- 
vance step in rural education. I be- 
lieve however, that we will improve 


is service and the results that we

tions and making inspections. 
I fur- 


ther recommend that you vest in the 
Department of Insurance and the In- 
dustrial Commission power to control 
the rates charged for workmen's com- 
pensation Insurance as to adequacy 
and also as to reasonableness. 


Fire Insurance Rates. 


Fire insurance is now recognized as 


a commercial necessity. The prosper- 
ity of our people is largely dependent 
upon their ability to obtain fire insur- 
ance protection of unquestioned qual- 
ity. 
To this end we need financially 


strong companies of our own state as 
well as those of our sister states. 


The insurance company is 
the 


agency through which the cost of fire 
waste is distributed over insured prop- 
erty, while the owner of the property 
is the real burden bearer. The insur- 
ance company is entitled to a fair and 
reasonable profit for the service that it 
renders. 
It is not entitled to more 


than that. 
I therefore recommend and nrge 


upon you the enactment of a law that 
will require all companies writing fire 
insurance on property located in this 
state to be members of a rating bu- 
reau; to be located in this state, and 
that will further require co-operation 
in rate making to the end that the cost 
be reduced and uniformity obtained. 
The law should prohibit discrimination 
and require the rate charged to be rea- 
sonable. 
I further recommend that such legis- 


lation permit variation from -rates 
made by bureaus, so that economiep m 
management or. favorable loss exper- 
ience may accrue to the benefit of the 
owners of insured property. The bu- 
reaus charged with this important 


son. 
The expenditures managed by 


the board are necessarily large. The 
institutions in their charge are of 
great importance to the state, as Is the 
proper and economical administration 
of them. It would, in my judgment 
be in the interest of the state to re- 
duce this board to three members, .the 
same to reside in the city of Madison 
and devote all of their time to the 
business of the board. The salaries 
should be increased to an amonn 
large enough to attract and hold good 
men because the public interest de- 
mands that the work assigned to the 
board be ably done. 


' National Guard. 


On June 19, 1916, all recognized 


units of the Wisconsin National Guard 
excepting one infantry company, were 
called into active federal service by 
the president of the United States. A 
the present writing about one-third o 
these troops are still held on the Mex 
Scan border for service under federa 
authority. We have received the as 
surance many times, through the pres 
and in statements of department com 
manders and officers of high rank in 
the regular army, that our people may 
well be proud of the soldierly qualitle 
of the officers and men of our Guard. 


The National Defense Act, passed b 


the United States Cpngress. was mad 
effective June 3,1916. At the time thi 
call went into effect the total strengt 
of the Wisconsin National Guard, offl 


and men, was approximate! 


he Guard -will be used as a reserved 
orce at a time of threatened-or actual 
nvasion. 
If, however, it is used for 


mere police duty .the situation is 
hanged and is open to objections. Our 
vi Guard, and what I say of our men 
true of guardsmen of other (states, 


s composed largely of business men, 
>rofessional men, skilled mechanics, 
jfflce men and clerks, all of them, regu- 
arly employed and are in the main 
men whose services are important to 
heir business or employers and are, 
herefore, an important factor in our 
iroduction. These men are all willing 
o serve their country in times of war 
or threatened war. I dare say, how- 
ever, that few, if any, would wisji to 
enlist as peace soldiers for mere police 
service 
Such service should in my 


udgment be rendered by the regular 
army, and if that force is not sufficient 
n strength it should be increased to a 
orce large enough to enable it to ren- 
der such service, as has been rendered 
by the National Guard on fie Mexican 
'rentier. 
I recommend that you memorialize 


Congress to amend the National De- 
'ense Act so as to shorten the term of 
enlistment of the National Guard or 
restrict its use by the president to 
such service as will justify-him in call- 
ng out reserve forces. 


The Protection of Fish and Game. . 
Our fish and game are a natural re- 


..ource that deserves the attention of 
the legislature. The gradual diminu- 
tion of game birds must be apparent 
0 every observer. 
There is also a 


noticeable decrease in the number of 
deer that are now seen in the woods 
by, hunters as compared with former 
years. The necessity uf better pro- 
tection admits of no argument. 
We 


cannot hope to preserve our game 
birds by declaring an open season each 
year and throwing, the entire,, state 
open to the hunters. The control of 
open seasons, except for migratory 
birds, should be placed in the bands 
of the Conservation Commission, in or- 
der that it may be regulated with re- 
gard for the supply which is fre- 
quently affected by weather and other 
natural conditions. 
Zones or reserva- 


tions should be established of suitable 
size where the shooting of game birds 
is at all times prohibited. Such a pro- 
vision should also be made for the pro- 
tection of deer. In order to carry out 
this plan, I recommend that the in- 
come from the sale of fish and game 
licenses, and whatever other income 
the commission may have from our 
wild life, should remain hi the state 
treasury to the credit of the commis- 
sion as a fund for its use. I recom- 
mend, further, that you make an ap- 
propriation from this fund sufficient_to 
carry on the work of the commission 
that"the law prescribes, the balance to 
remain in the treasury to be used for 
the purpose of establishing game pre- 
serves, and also for the purpose of es- 
tablishing additional fish hatcheries, 
and for the purchase of apparatus 
necessary- to successfully carry out the 
purpose of our fish and game laws. 
Provisions should be made that the 
surplus funds that accumulate may be 
expended by the commission, with the 
consent of the emergency board. In 
order to increase the income which 
can bi- made available for the purpose 
1 have stated, I recommend an in-

ment It is necessary to make such I 
changes to mieet political conditions. 
j 


I recommend such legislation as will 


create the legal machinery necessary 
to call state party convention.", at j 
which the representatives of the party 
•who have been elected by the people at 
a. primary may meet and decide upon 
the principles that the party shall, ad- 
vocate and stand for, such platform to 
be accepted and agreed to by the can- 
didates who seek election under the 
party name. 
It is a common practice in this state, 


under the primary system, that voters 
under the influence of personal politi- 
cal organizations are prevailed upon to 
vote for the candidates of an opposing 
party at the primary for their own 
political advantage, or, what is still 
more objectionable, to carry out a 
trade or agreement for mutual political 
advantage with some candidate or his 
representatives. Such practice is poli- 
tical corruption and should be stopppd. 
In order to protect our primaries 
against such evil influences I recom- 
mend that provisions' be made by law 
that will permit only the adherents of 
a party to vote its ticket at a primary 
election. 


Tenure of Office of Governor. 
i 


I believe it to be clearly in the inter- 


est of the people that the term of oiiice 
of the governor be four years instead 
of two years, as the constitution now 
provides. I also recommend that the 
secretary of state, state treasurer and 
attprney general, who should consti- 
tute the governor's cabinet, be appoint- 
ed by him instead of elected as the 
law now provides. Under our present 
nor and the officers whom I have 
named are obliged to devote too much 
time to politics. 
The needs of our state government 


may be compared with those of a large 
business. It is not engaged in money 
making but has all the functions to 
perform that come to a well organized 
people's government. The governor is 
the responsible head and the people 
will do well for themselves if they will 
give him an opportunity to study, with- 
out interruption, the details of govern- 
ment, and make such improvements in 
the interest of efficiency and economy 
as any good governor, will wish to 
make if he is given the time that he 
needs to make the necessary investiga-

field training. Since the act'became a 
law the strength of the Wisconsin Na- 
tional Guard has been increased to ap- 
proximately 4,500, officers and men. 
and must necessarily continue to in- 
crease until the full quota, is reached. 


Under the old organization the an- 


nual appropriation necessary to main- 
tain it was $200,000 per year. Owing 
to the increased number of men, made 
necessary by the new federal statute, 
it will be necessary to appropriate 
$300,000 per year, or $600,000 for the 
next bi-ennium. When wo have mus- 
tered in our full quota of 10,400 men it 
is estimated that the expense will be 
$600 000 per year. It follows then, that 
our military expenditures wil? event- 
ually increase $400,000 per year over 
and above the expenditures that we 
have been in the habit of making un- 
der our former Guard organization. 


It will be observed that the new fed- 


eral statute throws a large financial 
burden for military purposes upon the 
state. A substantial increase in these 
expenditures is accessary to make it 
possible for the state to provide its 
quota of officers and men to.enable the 
general government to carry out Its 
plan of greater military preparedness, 
which is a national necessity for pure- 
ly defensive purposes that should not 
be longer delayed. 
The disposition that the federal law 


makes of the Guard is open to criti- 
cism 
As the matter stands now the 


Guard, although'a state organization, 
is in fact, part of the regular army 
ot the United States, subject to the 
call of the president at tm? time and 
for any service.

Development of Northern Wisconsin. 
The problem of attracting setaers to 


the northern part of our state and of 
developing its industrial possibilities 
deserves your attention.

Primary Law. 


When tie primary election law was 


adopted it was represented by its 
friends to .be an improved system of 
making nominations for public office. 
It has been upon our statute books 
since 1905, and it must now be ad- 
mitted that it has had a fair trial. 
While the law is in some respects an 
improvement over' the old caucus sys- 
tem ' I believe it to be generally con- 
ceded that it is unsatisfactory in its 
presfent form and should be amended 
and changed in many respects. 


Despite all that has been 
said 
against conventions it has been fully 
demonstrated that there is a strong de- 
mand among the people for political 
'gatherings. Party conventions should 
be provided for by law to enable mem- 
bers of the parties to meet and agree 
upon a declaration of principles that 
the party stands for. The present sys- 
tem of permitting successful candi- 
dates to meet after primary and decide 
upon a platform with which to go to 
the people for election is wrong in 
principle and destructive of political 
parties. Under that system the candi- 
dates may promise most anything to 
the voter before the primary and com- 
pletely change their political views

must devote practically the entire sec- 
ond year of his term to his campaign. 
This necessitates long periods of ab- 
sence from his office. In fact, it makes 
it impossible for him to give the atten- 
tion to the state's affairs that he 
should. Furthermore, the expense con- 
nected with the campaigns is too great 


In fact much greater than the salary 


•which the office pays justifies. 
This 


feature I regard as of special import- 
ance to the people for the following 
reason: Under the primary system it 
is necessary for the candidate for gov- 
ernor to make & state-wide carnpaijjn 
for his nomination. If he is nominated 
he muFt again make a state-wide cam- 
paign for his election. The law per- 
mits him to spend $5.000 for the two 
campaigns, which is a small amount 
when we consider the fact that we 
have 700,000 men in the state who are 
qualified voters. A poor man will be 
unable to meet these campaifm expen- 
ditures with his salary and have any- 
thing left for his living expenses. The 
result is, that he cannot aspire to the 
office unless he is willing to accept 
campaign contributions, which no gov- 
ernor should do. 


The argument which I have pre- 


sented here in favor of a four-year 
term for the governor applies with 
equal force to the secretary of state, 
the state treasurer and the attorney 
-eneral 
Furthermore, these officers 


come to the capitol as part of the state 
administration, of which the governor 
is the responsible head. They should 
be the governor's advisors and should, 
therefore, represent the same political 
views as the governor. It is decidedly 
injurious to the state government and, 
therefore, a loss to the people if any of 
the departments are opposed to the 
governor's policies and engage in poli- 
tical schemes to make his administra- 
tion unpopular with the people. 


Finally I wish to remind you that it 


is the desire of the people of the state 
of Wisconsin that your body and the 
governor protect them against reckless 
extravagance anfl that we will not-in- 
crease the burden of taxation beyond 
whav it is necessary to do to give tne 
people an efficient government. I also 
hope that you will be impressed with 
the suggestion that you so arrange 
your work that you will be able to ad- 
journ at an early date and. in that man- 
ner comply with the general public de- 
mand for a short session. x

The cost of building a silo varies 


with local conditions), such as tho 
prices of material, labor, etc. Tbo av- 
erage cost of building a re-enforced 
concrote silo is from $2.{iO-to $3 per ton 
capacity, while the cost of tho stave 
silo Is ubout $1.00 per ton capacity— 
that Is, a concrete silo with a capacity 
of 100 tons would cost on tho nverago 
from $230 to -POO, while a stave silo 
of like she would cost ubout $150. 


The concrete silo wll\ last iiidenmie- 


ly when propertly constructed, -which 
is nn advantage over tho stave, plaster 
or wooden block. Oil the other hand, a 
stavH silo has 11 u advantage In that it 
can be moved If that Is found to»bo 
necessary. It is sometimes advisable 
to build a stuVe silo if the farm build- 
Ings are not permanently located, ns 
tho concrete, can never bo moved.—0.

Concrete Versus Wood Silos. 


The cost of building a silo varies 


with "local conditions, such as the 
prices of material, labor, etc. The av 
erase cost of building a re-enforced 
concrete silo is from S2.r>0-to $3 per ton 
capacity, while the cost of the stave 
silo is about $1.50 per ton capacity— 
that is, a concrete silo with a capacity 
of 100 tons would cost on the average 
from $250 to $300, while a stave silo 
of like size would cost about $150.

It is sometimes advisable 
to build a st^ye silo if the farm build- 
ings are not permanently located, as 
the concrete, can never be moved.—O.
